POTATO CROP OF 
1924 DECREASES 


40,000,000 
Bushels Short Of 
Production During 1923, Ac­ 
cording To Bureau Report. 


A decrease of 40,000,000 bushels in 
the 1924 potato crop of the country 
below last year’s production is indi­ 
cated by the Federal 
estimates 
of 
July I, the estimated total production 
being 372,968,000 as compared with 
412.392.000 bushels for the 1923 crop. 
The crop of last year was above the 
average in size, so that the prospect 
for 1924 is only slightly below the 
usual amount. 
The decrease is farily uniform over 
the entire country, including every im­ 
portant late producing area, accord­ 
ing to a joint statement made by the 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Federal 
depart­ 
ments of agriculture. 
The estimated 
acreage is 98.3 per cent of last year 
and the condition of the crop prac­ 
tically the same as in July 1923, but 
Ll per cent below the 10-year aver­ 
age. 
Backward Season 
Owing to the backward season, the 
figures from the important northern 
producing state's are of value chiefly 
as an indication of the acreage plant­ 
ed and the first-growth of the crop 
rather than of the actual size of the 
final production. 
Pennsylvania farms not only supply 
the smaller markets of the state with 
potatoes hut they also comprise the 
largest single source of supply for 
the cities of the s*ate. 
The acreage 
of potatoes in Pennsylvania this year 
is estimated to bt* 244,000 acres ami 
the 
condition 
of 
the 
crop 
on 
July 
I 
was 84 
per cent of nor­ 
mal, 
indicating 
a 
production 
of 
22.546.000 bushels. The acreage is 98 
per cent of last year and the con­ 
dition of the crop is 4 per cent higher 
than a year ago, but 4.3 per cent 
lower than the average for the last 
ten years of 88.3 per cent. 
The ex­ 
pected production is 
about 
400,000 
bushie# more than on July I, 1923, but 
3.500.000 bushels less than the final 
estimate for 1923 as the latter half 
of the season last year was more fav­ 
orable than usual. 
Do Not Equal ’22 
The crop in the states which supply 
Pennsylvania markets 
during 
July, 
August and early September Tx dis­ 
tinctly larger than last year, but not 
equal to that of 1922. 
Virginia which 
is moving its product to market at 
the rate of over 700 cars per day at 
the present time expects a production 
of 16,794,000 bushels, about 2,500,000 
bushels more than a year ago. 
The 
Maryland crop will be 
about 
one- 
fourth of the Virginia production, 4,- 
250.000 bushels being the estimate. 
The early crop in Pennsylvania comet 
in direct competition with New Jersey 
potatoes. The New Jersey production 
this year is estimated at 9,442.000 
bushels, almost 2,000,000 bushels more 
than the very small crop of 1923, but
